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INTRODUCTION 


The  1947-48  and  1961-64  Land  Use  Surveys 

In  1947-48  and  again  in  1961-64  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  City 
Planning  conducted  a  land  use  survey  of  every  parcel  of  land  in  the  city.  The 
use  classification  of  each  parcel  was  determined  by  the  predominant  ground  floor 
use  of  the  property.    This  information  is  graphically  recorded  on  maps  at  a  scale 
of  1  inch  equals  200  feet.    A  card  for  each  assessor's  block  in  the  city  records 
to  the  nearest  hundredth  of  an  acre  the  information  so  mapped.    These  maps  and 
cards  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Department  of  City  Planning.    They  form 
the  basis  of  the  data  presented  here. 

Method  of  Data  Presentation 

The  data  is  presented  in  terms  of  the  community,  working,  and  general 
areas  of  the  city  used  by  the  Department  of  City  Planning  as  a  frame  of  reference 
and  as  a  guide  in  preparing  and  maintaining  the  Master  Plan.    The  general  areas 
include  certain  large  public  areas,  such  as  the  Presidio  and  Golden  Gate  Park, 
which  are  not  properly  a  functional  part  of  any  of  the  community  or  working  areas, 
but  serve  the  entire  city  and,  in  some  cases,  the  region. 

Both  summary  and  detail  data  are  compiled  by  community,  working, and 
general  areas.      Results  of  both  the  1947-48  survey  and  the  1961-64  survey  are 
recorded.    For  comparability,  the  data  from  the  1947-48  survey  have  been  adjusted 
to  reflect  changes  in  area  boundaries  and  the  more  precise  methods  of  the  1961-64 
survey.    Land  use  data  are  also  presented  in  summarized  form  by  1960  Census 
Tracts. 

For  comparison  with  existing  land  uses  in  the  community  and  working 
areas,  a  table  showing  acreages  in  the  various  zoning  classifications  is  given 
for  these  same  areas.    Maps  at  a  scale  of  1  inch  equals  200  feet  showing  the 
zoning  classifications  for  every  part  of  the  city  are  on  file  in  the  office  of 
the  Department  of  City  Planning. 

The  existence  of  subsidiary  or  secondary  uses  of  properties  was  re- 
corded in  both  the  1947-48  and  1961-64  land  use  surveys.    Secondary  uses  occur 
where  the  upper  floor  use  of  a  building  differs  from  the  ground  floor  use,  such 
as  with  residential  over  commercial.    The  ground  floor  use,  however,  determines 
the  basic  land  use  classification,  and  the  Secondary  Uses  Table  is  presented  as 
a  refinement  to  the  Land  Use  Data  tables  rather  than  as  additional  data. 

Gross  Area  and  Net  Area 

The  figures  for  the  gross  mainland  area  of  San  Francisco  and  the  gross 
community  and  working  areas  were  obtained  by  measurement  of  the  most  accurate 
base  maps  available  to  the  Department  of  City  Planning.     The  gross  area  of 
30,095  acres  includes  the  gross  area  of  tidelands,  the  water  area  of  Lake  Merced, 
the  submerged  land  at  Aquatic  Park,  and  the  Marina  Park  and  Yacht  Harbor. 
Measurements  along  The  Embarcadero  were  made  to  the  bulkhead  line  and  do  not, 
consequently,  include  the  pier  area. 


The  net  area  of  the  community  and  working  areas  and  the  general 
areas  is  the  acreage  recorded  on  the  block  cards.    Except  in  the  general 
areas,  net  area  equals  the  gross  area  less  street  area.     In  the  general 
areas,  park  roadways,  private  streets,  and  non-public  streets  are  included 
in  the  net  area.
